His pr^i^Cntatlpn before the<; Young Adujt Division 
at the 1977 American Library Association contention ±xv Detroit was ffeit 
to be one of the highlights of the meeting. 

We asked Dr. Gordon to present the overall problem of. obtaining 
and using information about human sexuality. We asked him to briefly 
describe the role of parents, teachers, librarians and other educators 
in sex education. Finally, ^ vefested a s^Tlectlve bibliography that 
would be of special use to librarians who are building collections of 
information about human sexuality. We wanted spetlfic guidance about 
publications for age groups and for special needs . We believe that 
Dr. Gordon has given us the guidance we have sought and that- this mono- 
graph will be of great help to librarians and other educators wjho want ' 
to obtain and use the best infoi^atlon available. "

continuing responsibility is that of making available unbiased Informa- 
tion on both the pros and cons jof c^troversial issues. 

Education for human sexuality Is one such issue. 

In recei)t years, professionals liave been approaching a compre-. 
henslve ^definition of exactly what is meant by the phrase sek education, 
the World Health brganl/ation (WHO, 1975) stated that sex )^di/catton 
^ programs should be "far more broadly and imaginatively conceived'* to 
deal, not only with reproductive physiology, but with ''questions of 
ethics in .Interpersonal relationships and responsibility in reproductive 
behavior.". Dr. Mary Calderone , president of SIECUS (•the Sex Education 
and information Council of the United States) and a distinguished 
pioneer in the field, interprets the intent of sexuality education to 
be the development of mature individuals Ci^pable ol^s^klng, wise and 
responsible decisions in the fulf{liment cf their sexual lives. The

best hex education programs explore the moral values underlying all 
relationships, and. do no (j^k limit themselves to mere expositions of 
anatomical and reproductive physiology. 

What is the responsibility of librarians in this area? What is

Let us state ok\t position. Parents are the primary sex educators 

of their own children — whej:her they do it well or badly. Silence and 



evasiveness, communicate messages as do facta. , Wlille the schools, 
community igroups. and organised rellgl\ have important roles In sex 
educatl^, they are supplementary to the rolfe of the parents. 

And less than 25 percent of parent^j^e said to be adequately 
sex educating theHr own children.^ Public schools? A 1979 survey 
conducted for the Center for Disease Control suggested /that, a^out 10 
percent of public schools in this country li^ve anything approaching a 
sound sex education program. This writer is not familiar with a single 
public school system that can be described as having a model program, 
although, of course, there are Isolated schools and teachers that are 
doing a good ^ob. 

What we are saying is that young people are not knowledgeable in 
the area of human' sexuality . There is a popular impression that young 
people know /everything these days, but where does thti information 
come from? Not from parents or schools or churches.- It comes largel^ 
from TV— from scenes of rape, sadomasochism and violence— and from t|lei 
peers . » ^ ' i 

Before getting -to the^ special role, and Indeed the responsibilities 
of public and school libraries , let us describe the contemporary sltu- 
at'lon by exploring the myths that contribute to this situation and '

The flrstfand most widespread myth Is the assumption that if you 
tell*fit»uth the facts about sexuality, they'll experiment with the

knowledge. Tn other words, knowledge Is harmful. Yet, it has been the 

experience of most countries that young people who are educated 

(especially women who finish hi^i^Jn school) are the best cont raceptors . 

Most developed countries of the world » as well as some developing

i'ountrles» are exper I en(^ i ng enormous Increases In both unintended 

pregnancies and the r<ite of venereal diseases. It's no accident that 
birth rates and untreated VI) have a relationship to pOATerty, discrimina- 
tion, and of course, sexism (the prevailing double standard In many 
societies). In llgjit of these f ac-^s , It Is dlffttult to find exceji- 
tion to the general rule that educated women as a class control their 

fertility more responsibly than those not finishing secondary school. 
» 

Tn thcslJnlted States, the most serious health and emotional pbpblems 
exist among children under 17 yearsof age. The May/June 1979 issue of 
• Family IVlanning Perspectjves reported the results of two nationwide 
studies on teenage female sexuality. The research,- conducted by Melvln 
Zelnik, Young Kim and John Kantner of Johns Hopkins University, nevealed 

these statistics: ^ 

1. By age 16, one in five teenage women has engaged in sexual 
re la t tons j , , 

2. Jiy 19, 66 percent have engaged in sexual relations. 

3. By age 17, one in 10 has experienced at least one/ pregnancy .

The second myth hold4 that young pe9ple are knowledgeable Jhese 
days. This'oommon belief states that the pr<>ponderance of sexually- 
oriented presentations in the medla-notably television, iftovles , j maga^ 
zlnes and advertising- combined with numerous "enlightened- values and 
attitudes re,gardihg sexuality that have been gaining credence in ithe past 
two decades, provide teenagers with' a solid foiSndation for healthy adjust- 
ment IR adult sexuality and decision-making..- Teens^ however, character- 
istically score abysmally low on sex-knowledge evaluations, and studies 
Indlcat'^ that /hat little Infbrmation they??5lo possess does not. cot|.e from 
parents, religious institutions, schools, or other governmental agencies . 

\ Certainly TV and other media do.conV^y sexual.. messages and ihemes; 
but , the exploitive, sensational^istic themes of violencie,' sadomasochisrt, . 
rape Jijnd selfiffhness found in the medid cannot be called educational. * • 

Such" prl^sentatlons can be characterized as anti-sexual, and assuredly

The thlrtl myth, and one of the'most mistaken. Is that developed 
countries, notary Sweden and Denmark, and the United States to a lesser 
extent, already offer comprehensive sex education programs. The fact 
Is that sex education is a recVwt phenoi^enon in the Scandinavian 
countries, yet positive results are already beginning to surface. A 
careful review of American ^chools suggests that perhaps, 10 percent of

given society or community, in the context of a universal system of 
values that is responsible, caring and non-exploit Ive , However, tl^ere 

, , is a distinct dif ference between universal values and presenting informa- 
tion in a moralistic fashion. Educators can be moral without being 

.moralistic . 

The Judeo-Chrlst ian tradition proceeds fVom the tenet, J'Love Thy 
Neif>hb6r as Thyself" and other religions in different parts of the world 



cherish Similar beliefs. From this point, educators can pfesent informa- 

\ ■ 

tion in a moj:al,wayJ e.g., do not exploit another human being, and 
^^teenager^ should not get pregnant for health and psychological reasons.^ 
These valiies strengthen family life. Indeed, virtually all courses are 
taught with values: politics, economics history , even. literature ^nd 
mathematic.s . All have fundamental biases regarding preferable values. 

In considering thes6 issues, we must simply accent that controversy 
Is inevitable — a stimulating aspect of the processe^ of growth and learn- 
ing .> [Teachers , administrators, and librarians can^acknowledge tlie 
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contr(|verslal elements ,in their societies, and Resent or provide 
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Infoti^tlon In t^e context 5f' mornr responsibility. Moralistic presenta 
tiona, on the other hand, adhere to Individual dogmas and preju<^lces, 
which may be appropriate in religious schools, but are nfeither effective 
nor welcome in public schools and libraries. 

The fifth myth,' and a source of great "parental concern, is the fear 
that Hex educators ^re attempting to replace parents as the primary sex 
educators of children. There Is simply no basis for this fear. Even 
the best, most comprehensive sex education programs seek only to supple- 
ment the primary responsibilities of'par(>nts. Although the schools, 
religions, and governmental agencies all have a secondary role in t)ro-

vldlnT^f lnformatlon and services for young people, the primary r'esponsi- 
. biUty for sex., educating. children from birth to adulthood always has been 
and must remain in the home. Par^ents provide the love, warmth ana caring 
that are the foundation of many future -values and attitudes concerning 
sexuality, and family life can only be strengthened by parents who take 
an activfe role in communicating with their own children. 

the plain fact is that sekuality education has hot been giyen much 
of a chance to succeed. Studies thqt cite the failure of U.'s. programs 
and those in other countries make .the mistake of lumping together both 
optimal and inadequate programs, >nd then drav^ing sweeping conclusions^ 
based on the faulty evidence. A go\d general pknciple, however, is: 
^J±.S:!^J3^3A^_ t he value of sex education . It ckn improve the situation 
of many people, transmit information, reduce sexual-relat^ guilt,, and 
perhaps, even reduce rates of unintended pregnancies and venereal diseases 
by iO to 20 percent over a 5 to 10 year period. But withQut^educlng 
racism, sexism and pbverty, which are the most compelling reasons for 
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Irrasponatblc sexual behavior, oducatorfiyrttfrould ^ot hop« for overwhelming 
succe98 . •

• Who teaches the course or courses (the teacher selected) Is a 
very Important individual,, and should be selected on the basis 
of personal values and attitudes, willingness to communicate 
about this sensitive area, and general knowledge of the field 
6f human sexuality. 

• The cooperation of local communities is vital, and Ideally 
Involves Including parents In the planniiAg of courses, selec- 
tion of teaching materials and Instructors, and evaluation 

of the programs. 

• In, any given community, there Is likely to be at least some 
opposition to sex education* Strategies must be worked out In 
advance 'on how to answer critics, and satisfy the majority of 
citizens that sex education Is In their own beat interests.

In the final analysis, the most successful programs ^wl 11 be those 
which raise young people's level of self-esteem, teach them. the facts of 
physiology and contijaception they need to know, and which reinforce 



the establlsihed 9yfltem(t0 of values In any given community. Glrla 
©specially , must be helped to cope with the double standard, which implies 
that boys' may e^^peflment sexually, girls may not , and 6hat girls must 
bear the fullQ^espon^ibility For any offspring that result from out-of- 
wedlock births. I Young people also need Jjiuidance on subtler issues, such 
as how:, to t^cll if one is in love, or how to respond to the exploitive 
lines that many boys im every society use to influence girls to have 
sexual relations With them. Girls must be told that sex is never a test 
of 1<T^, and"^oys must be told that using another human being .to satisfy 
selfish desires is 'wrong. 

Young people who fe^^l g9od about themselves, and who feel comfortable 
with their values in the midst of their own culture, are more likely to 
receive information openly and use it to their own best advantages. In 

this atmosphere, the transmission of values and information through sex

education programs is most likely to be successful. 

The Special Role of, Paji^nts 

Most parents, after all, want to educate their children about sex* 
They realize that schools, churches, community organizations and the 
mass media can only offer supplementary sei;jc education at best land, in 
any casfe* cannot be expected to mirror their personal values* Unfortu- 
nately, however, many parents also fear th^t too much Information too ^ 
soon wil;l have the negative consequence of overstimulating their children* 

■ V '' .... ""^ 

This attitude is tH^^ first of many roadblocks to effective sex education 
at home. 

Contrary to a few experts in this fields we've never been able to 
discover a documented case of a child's having been overatlmulated by 
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facts alone. Indeed, when was the last time that you tried to tell a 
child ^00 much about iLrxjMthlnjt? Should parents err- In the direction pf , 
too much Information, chjlldren*wlll eimply get boted. turn th^m off. 
or cut It stt^rt with an Irrelevant question. This Is not to say^that 
overstimulation is not. a problem. It is, and It derives from fears, 
unresolved (Jurloslty and ignorance. Our campaign against ignorance has 
led opponents of sex education to tell Jokes. on us. A popular example 
is about the child who asks where she came frora and whose mother responds 
with an,^ elaborate explanation of the^seed and the egg.. At the end, the 
child explains that she otHy wanted to know >lf she came from Philadelphia 
To this, our response is veW simple. "So what? Now the child knows not 
only where she was born but how she. got thete." The moral of this and 
similar stories is that moTt children would learn very little If educa-* 
tlon was restricted to what they themselves chose to Ifiarn . ' 

Quite understandably, many parents who didjnot tecelve sex education 
In their qwn homes feel uncomfortable talking about 'sex with their' child- 
ren. There is no instant remedy for such feelings, but it may be helpful 
to suggest tW no one is really comfortable about anything these days. 
When was*, the last time that Sotne^pne told you not to worry and you stopped? 
Contrary to much modern Jheory. it simply is not necessary to feel totally 
comfortable about your own. or anybody , elan's sexuality in order to b^ an 
ef ft;(i!fciv# sex educator for your children. 

As the primary force in a child's life, parents are . providing sex 
education In one form or another no matter what they do . the question Is 
"o*: l^lHLheX thejiwill teach theirchlldren about s^x. but how, well . 
Interestingly enough, if we convey to a young child* or even a teenager, 
the impression that we feel awkward discussing love tfnd sex, the chdnces 
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are gQod that ye '11 score* The child might wtfll reapond.to our honesty 
With .af ftect Ion. and a|^prociatlon and^ with assurance? that our o^n dla- 
o^mfort ta per fectly% understood . Many a parent haa been happily sur- 
prlaed^to hear a child say, **Don't worry* MomJ It's all rights" 

Parents who worry that they don't knof^^ enough about the subject to 
be effective teachers ^ughL. pause and consider these questions. How

Some parents believe that sex education belongs exclusively in the 

tiome.' However, it is grossly unrealistio to protect children from all 

external Influences and viewpoints.^ Parents can't have total ^optrol 

over the sex education of their children unless they are prepared to 

rear t:hem in virtual isolation with no friends^ no books, nq television, 

no magazines and no school. It seems extraordinary to us that some 

parents are willing to risk their children being educated by peers, 

pornography and television, rather than risk their being taught in * 

schools and churches. 

la there such a thing as giving too much sex education too soon?

No matter how frequently we have commented on this subject, parents ' 

worry a great deal about whether they can "harm'* their children with 

"too much'' information or they worry that they might tell their children 



thlnga they won't understand. Let us state very emphatlcnlly that

A pervasive myth used by those opposed Xo sfex education Is that 
there Is an "ant^l-sex education revolt" In this country, and that there 
are "Increasing Instances . .^of lnt;en8lve organized parent and community 
opposition." A Gallup poll released in January 1978 showed that nearly 
80 perc<*T(it of. Americans, however, support sex education In the school^. 
In fact In schools where paretjts may refuse their permission for their 
child to take a sex education course, onl^K pne to three percent do so. 

A corollary to this myth Is 'that the figures of support are Inflated 
because the poll8*'<^on' t deilne what they mean by "sex education." Yet, 
several studies have defined It more specifically, and yield similar 
results. For Instance, the 1978 Gallup poll asked whether "birth 
, control" should be included, and 70 percent said yes, nearly double the

percent agreeing in^l970. In addition, a recent study of Cleveland 
parents 'reported that they wanted the most commtinlty help In the areas 
in which schools ar* currently least likely to offer Information: 
contr*ceptlon, Infc^rcourae, premarital sex, masturbation,' and vejpereal 
disease . ' ,. " »

It is essential for comimunlty-minded people to be alert to ^ 
extremist propaganda and political maneuvering, especially by those 
groups claiming to have a monopoly on the Judeo-Chrls tian ethic. 
Censorship In schools, libraries, and thje media Is one method used by 
extremist groups who want to Impose their ^i^lew8 on everybody^ We should 
not be intimidated by scarfe tactics used as subterfuges for acquiring 
power on school boards or In churches. In support of these principles t 
PTA's, the American Library Association^^' chuwclh and eiynagogue.,^elated 
groups* and community organizations c^ develop ongoing institutes, 
workshops, s^mlnap^ .and media present^ions , and put together biblidgr 
raphles and library and bookstore displays » to get the public involved. 
It Is expected that religious groups in particular \»ill develop programs 
based on their own moral beliefs. Community minded groups ahould 
discover opportunities for getting their message heard via public 
service options on TV and radio, as well as in newSpapets and magazines •
